LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 474

PURPOSE: The purpose of this resolution is to study aquifer
depletions in the State of Nebraska. The focus of the study will
be on the sustainability of aquifers to assure an adequate water
supply many generations into the future. The study should include
an examination of how to eliminate long-term depletions through
good stewardship, as well as potential ways to accelerate recharge
for sustainability. The study should emphasize local plans to solve
local water challenges.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDRED FIRST LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, SECOND SESSION:

1. That the Natural Resources Committee of the
Legislature shall be designated to conduct an interim study to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
